MAKING HEADWAY ON HARBOR 


On August 1st there will become 
effective the bill that énables this 


city to lease to the Santa Fe Com- 


pany for ninety-nine years the small 
piece of tideland lying between 
Wharf. No. 1 of Riehmond Inner 
Harbor and the railroad company’s 
terminal slips. The Governor 
pished this ‘bill, which was shoved 
"through both houses’ by Senator W. 
R. Sharkey and Assemblyman W. E. 
Calahan, Contra Costa’s representa- 
tives in the legislature. 

Calahan and Sharkey did fine 
Work for Richmond in this connec- 
tion. As a return for the lease the 
Santa Fe will deed to the city the 
eight acres and a fraction behind 
wharf No. 1 for which the ratlroad 
corporation was awarded $10,000 
an acre in the condemnation suit 
brought by the city. The sum of 
more than $80,000 will be saved. to 
the city. If Richmond had to pay

in a little over sixteen hours. Within 
twelve months this will be a com- 
Mon occurrence, and will occasion 
no surprise on the part of anybody.
